Books of the. Week. 


LINCOLN AND THE CIVIL WAR. 


Many books have been written on the 
life-story of President Lincoln, and there 
is nothing strikingly novel in this work by 
Mr. Nathaniel Wright Stephenson. Any 
reader, however, who is not familiar with 
the theme may be recommended to Mr. 
Stephenson’s book as one that is well- 
written, comprehensive and even moving. 
The writer is among Lincoln’s worshippers, 
but he is not immoderate in his praise, 
and that true son of noblest America 
stands up in his pen picture, finely limned 
and commanding our admiration. 

Lincoln was of very humble origin, son 
of an illiterate, shiftless fellow; but 
genealogists have ferreted into his ancestry 
and connected him with an old Puritan 
family. A stern Puritan rectitude was 
manifest in Abraham’s character, and, 
despite his single year’s schooling, he 
loved good literature and fed his youthful 
imagination on the Bible, Shakespeare, 
Burns, Defoe, Bunyan—reading which left 
its mark on the severely plain, but strong, 
style of his oratory. He won his way in 
business and public affairs by an undaunt- 
able energy and an “Americanism ’’ of 
character which gained the confidence of 
his young nation. It fell to him to be 
President when the States were torn by 
the greatest crisis in the history of the 
New World. 

Mr. Stephenson devotes most of his 
book to Lincoln's conduct of the struggle 
to maintain American unity. It is almost 
an epic story, ennobled by utterances that 
have become (to steal a phrase) proverbs 
of liberty. Indeed, Lincoln to some 
readers will be more admirable than 
lovable. His righteousness had something 
as cold as logic in its severity, and some- 
times his pronouncements were almost 
bland, not to say smug. His opponent, 
Lee, moves the imagination more; ye 
reason must side with Lincoln. The un- 
impassioned reasonableness with which 
Lincoln dealt with the secessionists on the 
one hand, and the restive and rebellious 
ones in his own camp on the other, does 
not charm us—but it saved America. 

To his early reading the dignity and 
power of Lincoln’s oratory must be attri- 
buted. Though he was no scholar, he 
learnt from scholars; and the pure 
English and literary rhythm of his 
addresses hardly could be bettered. That 
famous speech at Gettysburg gave almost 
classic form to what is finest in the 
American spirit : - “ It is rather for us 
to be here dedicated to the great task re- 
maining before us—that from these 
honoured dead we take increased devotion 
to that cause for which they gave the last 
full measure of devotion.’’ Lincoln's 
character is said to be summed up in a 
sentence in his second inaugural address : 
“With malice toward none, with charity 
for all, with firmness in the right as God 
gives us to @e the right, let us strive on 
to finish the work we arein . . . todo 
all which may achieve and cherish a just 
and lasting peace among ourselves, and 
with all nations.” So, too, at his last 
Cabinet meeting, we have him pleading 
against executions after the war. “ We 
must extinguish our resentment if we ex- 
pect harmony and union.” He is always 
for clemency—and always there lurks the 
suggestion that he is so because he knows 
it is the best policy. 

As we read Lincoln's life, which ended 
sixty years ago, we can hardly relate that 
stark, homely America of citizen soldiers 
and top-hatted generals to the loud, hurry- 
ing land of the moving pictures and the 
“sky-scrapers.’’ It is, therefore, the more 
interesting to read chapters on Lincoln's 
America by one who lived and served in 
1861-1865; and survives to-day. Major 
Putnam looks back across the rise of two 
generations to the days when fire was 


opened at Fort Sumter, and when the men 


who were young when he was young, 
flocked to the flag. His ten papers on 
topics of the Civil War are vivid and 
interesting, and throughout he speaks in 
the mood and manner of his hero, Lincoln, 
for whom he voted at the election of 1864. 
The chapter on “The Fight for the Re- 
public ' is the best, as giving a stirring 
account of the struggle. That on “ Tha 
Battle of Cedar Creek’’ and some others 
are addresses somewhat lacking in his- 
torical or literary value. In a chapter on 
Delane’s attitude during the war Major 
Putnam declares that the famous editor 
was “honestly incapable of appreciating 
the point of view’’ of men of the Liberal 
school of thought; but it is to be feared 
that Major Putnam is himself “ honestly 
incapable of appreciating *’ any other.

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RAYMOND POINCARE. 

Mr. Huddleston, a well-known journalist, 
mentions that he has written one million 
words on the Ruhr and the reparation 
question in a single year. He now shows 
us the Spartan Prime Minister, one time 
War President, successful and wealthy 
lawyer, 4 man consumed by a passion for 
order, precision and, perhaps, power. M. 
Poincaré writes even trifling notes with 
his own hand. In one day he actuaily 
penned the 15,000 word-long reply to the 
British Note of August, 1925—a Note 
which had taken weeks to prepare. M. 
Poincaré is a Lorrainer. Aiter the 
occupation of the Ruhr he spent every 
Sunday for months in speaking in some 
town or other of those occupied a few years 
earlier by the Germans. Usually he 
delivered three speeches that were written 
out and memorised on the train journey 
from Paris. 

This was propaganda for the latest 
policy, and oiten, on a Sunday evening, 
the Quai d’Qrsay would receive a tele- 
phone message from the tireless worker 
that such and such a sentence at line so 
and so was to be altered; and thé new 


phrase was sent to Paris over the wire. Í 


The version in the morrow’s Press had to 
be word perfect. The man seems to be 
an irresistible driving force. When, in 
1917, Pétain and Haig felt that once again 
the evacuation of Paris must be contem- 
plated, M. Poincaré seems to have rallied 
marvellously that conference in the little 
town of Doullers where Clemenceau, Lord 
Curzon, Foch and others signed, in pencil, 
on a sheet of paper supplied by the 
Mayor, their acceptancs of one com- 
mander as Generalissimo of the Allied 
Forces in the West. 

It is now interesting to learn that in 
the early weeks of the war millions in 
gold were moved from Paris to Bourdeaux 
in preparation for a general withdrawal. 
It 1s equally interesting to be told that 
at a critical moment at Versailles, Presi- 
dent Wilson, Colonel House and M. 
Clemenceau were sick in bed—an illness 
which, the writer contends, was fraught 
subsequently with grave consequences. 
Indeed, the human factor seems to bear 
terribly on the. all-powerful statesman. 
Had Mr. Bonar Law not been a dying 
man—had he had enough physical 
strength to fight hard—he might have been 
able to achieve something useful at the 
reparation conference of January, 1923. 

This book gives one the feeling of 
Vhomme acharné, with all the logic and 


= 


addiction to abstractions which one is 


accustomed to find in the present politica] 
dialectics in Ireland. The _ specialist 
seems to be at work—the man apart from 
the ordinary man, and lacking that con- 
tact with the mundane, perhaps somewhat 
muddled, but withal important, notions 
entertained by the plain, unheroic work-a- 
day individual. Perhaps, it is the relent- 
less devotion to duty, the complete in- 
ability, say, to play golf, which formulates 
this particular outlook. It is noteworthy 
that M. Deschanel, M. Poincaré’s pre- 
decessor, lost his reason under the strain 
of his task. The late Prime Minister just 
works—contriving to pour out articles 
from time to time. is enemies contend 
that he is rather the puppet of the Royal- 
ists. Frenchmen urge that many of the 
reparation difficulties arise from the fact 
that Britain will tolerate no solution 
which contemplates the placing of the vast 
metallurgical products of Lorraine, the 
Ruhr and the Sahr Valley under a single 
control. Whatever be the truth, this book 
is an arresting and informative study of a 
personality which. for better or for worse, 
matters much in the present age.

WILFRID EWART. 

Mr. Graham's tribute to the memory of 
this young Englishman, who was just 
different from the others, will be read with 
gratitude by thousands who never met 
Wilfrid Ewart in the flesh, Ewart was 
born in 1892 of the influential class which 
can easily manage nominations to the 
diplomatic service, and he shared four 
years’ hard fighting with the Scots Guards. 
This book consists mainly of extracts from 
his letters and from the many articles 
which he wrote before he resigned from 
his regiment. He described that fateful 
Christmas of 1915, when Briton and Ger- 
man fraternised in No-Man's Land, and 
for at least a few hours all war was for- 
gotten. There is a thoughtful chapter 
covering the horrid months spent at Ypres 
Salient. 

In October, 1919, with his sister, Angela, 
Ewart leaves to find the grave of her 
husband in Delville Wood. It was a 
wretched day, sodden with rain, and, 
guided by a French peasant, they make 
their way from Albert to La Boiselle, 
following the description of the ground 
provided in a last letter from the dead 
officer :—‘‘ The Germans are about a hun- 
dred yards away, but I can see nothing 
except an apple-tree in front of their 
trench. Our line cuts across a road into 
a wood where there are a lot of German 
crosses. Just behind are the remains of 
a village with a chateau, sort of upside 
down. . Shells are coming overhead. 
We attack the trench, where the apple- 
tree is, at dusk this evening. I wish it 
was all over. . , . There is only another 
hour to go. Already it’s getting dark. I 
think of you again—and then again. re 
They found that apple-tree and laid on its 
stumps the laurel-wreath which had come 
from Athens. 

Ewart’s adventures in Ireland and his 
articles about them are well known. Soon 
afterwards he published his only novel, 
“ Way of Revelation,’’ and then he lelt 
England, suffering from a nervous break- 
down. There were weeks of wandering 
round New York, and a frustrated attempt 
to convey a message to James Larkin in 
Sing-Sing. He went to Mexico, where he 
wrote a description of the Jemez Indians 
and planned a second novel. Quite 
accidentally he met the Grahams in Mexico 
City on New Year's Eve of 1922. They 
talked and planned. Ewart was to have 
the regimental papers sent to him to the 
city, where he had resolved to write the 
history of his regiment; for the parks 
and walks of Mexico had captivated him. 
Everywhere is shouting and joy-shooting, 
and the party breaks up happily t-‘ore 
midnight. Later there was pandemonium, 
and Ewart went to the window of his 
hotel, to be struck dead by a stray bullet— 
and he had changed his room three times. 
Anyone who reads the little that was left 
by Ewart will appreciate the feelings that 
his death stirred in the literary world.

Sursum 
corda/—it is the cry of one to whom the 
mountains are a part of his‘ being; it is 
the cry of one who wants all men to join 
with him in making the most of life, ever

WATER SUPPLY, 


ANOTHER BOUNDARY 
PROBLEM,

\ statement prepared by Mr. A. P. Dalzell, 
J.P.,on behalf of the Belfast City and District 
Water Commissioners, in regard to the im- 
portant catchment grounds and works in 
South Down, and pointing out reasons why 
thev should not be ns, Td” to the Free 
State, has been circulgted. 

The Water Commissioners, it says, have 
acquired, and they are now drawing water 
from, all the available sources which are 
within practicable distance from Belfast, and, 
to meet the future and increasing needs of 
the community which they are bound to 
supply, they are obliged to rely upon water 
to be drawn from their extensive Mourne 
Mountains section, which, when further de- 
veloped, is capable of yielding up to an 
average of 40 million gallons daily. The ex- 
penditure incurred up to the present time 
upon the undertaking amounts to £2.250,000, 
which sum includes almost £1,000,000 on the 
Mourne Mountains section. 

To meet the heavier demand of the growing 
population and the expanding trade and 
manufactures, the Water Commissioners have 
concluded a contract with Messrs. Pearsons, 
of London. for the construction of a new 
reservoir in the Silent Valley, in extension of 
the Mourne Mountains sect!on. 

The storage capacity of this reservoir, which 
will be the largest in Ireland, and amongst 
the largest in the United Kingdom, will 
amount to 3.000 million gallons, and the con- 
tract price for which is about £1,000,000. 
The work of this contract, commenced last 
vear, has made considerable progress and, 
with the additional works subsidiary thereto, 
which are estimated to cost £300,000, will, it 
is expected, be completed in the year 1930. 

In view of these costly developments, the 
Water Commissioners view with considerable 
misgiving the repeated demands of the 
(jovernment of the Irish Free State for the 
appointment of the Boundary Commission, to 
effect the provisions of Section 12 of the Irish 
Free State Act, and of that Government's 
oft-expreased desire for the transfer of South 
Down into the territory of that State. 

“It is hardly possible,” the statement ‘con- 
cludes, “to over-estimate the serious con- 
sequences to the water supply of the City of 
Belfast which could follow the placing of the 
Commissioners’ indispensable Mourne catch- 
ment grounds and their financially valuable 
works within the territory and authority of 
an alien State, which, in the exercise of t!.at 
authority, might readily refuse to permit that 
watershed to be used for supplying its water 
pm to Belfast or other centres in Northern 
reland, or upon conditions which might make 
the use of these waters prohibitive.”

Mr. M. Maguire (instructed by Mr. Friery) 
appeared for the defendant and appellant ; 
and Mr, Comyn, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. 
James G. Skinner and Son) for the plaintiffs 
and respondents. 

It appeared that the defendant had two 
customers in ndon—the plaintiffs and 
Messrs. Block and Klein—and had sent on the 
six and a halt cases, which, by the mistake 
of the Great Western Railway Company, had 
been delivered to the plaintiffs instead of to 
Messrs, Block and Klein, as alleged. 

The plaintiffs’ case was that the defendant 
had been ng twice—first by the plaintiffs, 
and secondly by the railway company, as 
agents for Messrs. Block and Klein. The de- 
fendant admitted that he had been paid 
once, but denied that he had been paid twice. 

The Court held that no cause of action 
had been disclosed on the original affidavit of 
the plaintiffs verifying the cause of action, 
and, allowing the appeal, made an order 
discharging the order of the King’s Bench 
Division, with the costs of the appeal and 
costs in the Court below.

IMPORTANT KINGSTOWN CASE.. 


An appeal by the defendant in the case 
of Dempsey v. Tracey was heard from a deci- 
sion of Lord Chief Justice Molony, in the 
King’s Bench Division, granting an applica- 
tion by the plaintiff for final jadgment for 
recovery of possession of the shop, No. 16 
Upper George s street, Kingstown. 

Mr. John Bartley (instructed by Mr. James 
Brady) appeared for the defendant; and Mr. 
M. Maguire (instructed by Messrs. Corrigan 
and Corrigan) for the plaintiff. 

The premises, a lock-up shop, were held 
by the defendant under an agfeement dated 
Ist August, 1920, for three years and as a 
yearly tenant thereafter from the lst Septem- 

r, 1920, at the annual rent of £60, payable 
by equal quarterly payments, the first to be 
made on the Ist ember, 1920, the rent 
to include all rates and taxes. 

It appeared that the defendant carried on 
the business of a tobacconist in the shop, 
and that the ejectment proceedings had been 
brought because of refusal to pay an increased 
rent of £120 and rates and taxes. 

Mr. Bartley said that the point in con- 
troversy was whether the notice to quit 
should be served on the anniversary of the 
commencement of the tenanacy or on the 
anniversary of the ending of the tenancy, and 
the authorities showed that it should be 
served on the anniversary of the commence- 
ment. 

The Chief Justice said that, owing to the 
importance of the case, the Court would 
reserve judgment.

ORDER AGAINST A HAIRDRESSER. 


In the case of O'Doherty v. Lovely, the 
defendant was further examined as to his 
means. The plaintiff, Miss Annie O'Doherty, 
of 6 Pembroke road, Dublin, brought an 
action against the defendant, Joseph Lovely, 
a hairdresser, of 11 Elm Park avenue, 
Ranelagh, to recover £95 12s. for board and 
lodging and for money lent. Judgment for 
the amount claimed was given, with £7 7s. 
costs. Plaintiff, in her affidavit, stated that 
£55 12s. was for money paid for the defendant 
at his request and £40 for board and lodging. 

The defendant, examined by Mr. Joseph 
O'Connor (instructed by Messra. Barrington 
and Son), said that he had now got employ- 
ment, and was paid £3 a week, as a hair- 
dresser. His tips averaged five or six shillings 
a week. He was paying £2 a week for board 
and lodgings, and was giving 5s. a week for 
the support of his stepmother and atep- 
brothers. | 

The Court made an order directing the de- 
fendant to pay 15s. a week, the first instal- 
ment to be paid on the 20th June, 


SECURITY FOR COSTS. 


AN INTERESTING LEGAL POINT. 
Before Mr, Justice Sullivan, Mr. Justice 
O'Shaughnessy and Mr. Justice Murnaghan, 

An interesting point was raised, in the case 
of Gremson v, Lipman. 

The action was brought by Alexander 8. 
Gremson, of Victor street, Milis. Platting, 
Manchester, against H. Lipman, 3 George's 
lane, North King street, Dublin, for the re- 
covery of £162 18s. 3d., for goods sold and 
delivered by the plaintiff to the defendant. 

Mr. Phelps (instructed by Messrs. Noyk 
and O'Reilly) said that both the plaintiff and 
the defendant were what was described as 
waste merchants. There was a contract that 
the Dublin man should buy from the Man- 
chester man a large quantity of 11b. and 2lb. 
empty jars, and all the bottles that he could 
supply. The jars were to be delivered to 
Messrs. Lamb’s jam factory at Inchicore, and 
the bottles were to be delivered on the quay 
at Dublin. The allegation of his client (the 
defendant) was that he was to pay for such 
jars and tles as arrived in good condition, 
and he was ..0t to pay for any that were 
broken. The bill was for £760, and the plain- 
tiff was claiming a balance of £162, The 
defendant said that all that the plaintiff de- 
livered to him in good condition was goods to 
the tune of £580, and that he paid for them 
in full. He also said that he actually over- 
paid £10, and instead of the defendant owing 
the plaintiff £162, the plaintiff owed the 
defendant £10. The question was whether, in 
these circumstances, the Dublin man was en- 
titled to security for costs from the Man- 
chester man, who was the plaintiff in the case. 
Counsel referred to Rule 2, and submitted 
that, following the decision of the Court of 
Appeal in aj we in the case of Wakely v. 
the Triumph Motor Cycle Co., that Rule must 
be treated as abrogated. The English Courts 
decided that the Judgments Extension Act 
no longer applies as een the Irish Free 
State and Great Britain. He considered that 
the same rule should apply, and that the 
British plaintiff in this action should give 
security for costs. 

Mr. J. M, Fitzgerald (instructed by Messrs. 
Cussen and Kieran), for the plaintiff, sub- 
mitted that as long as Order 29, Rule 2 
stood amongst the Rules of the Irish Courts, 
this Court had no authority to alter the law 
by making an order that the plaintiff should 
give security for costs.

PRESENTS TO WORKMEN 
AND SOLDIERS.

The question whether Mr. John Connell 
(a gentleman of substantial means), of 
Sonoma, Belmont road, Belfast, is of 
sound mind and‘able to look after himself 
and his property, or whether he is a 
lunatic and a danger to himself and his 
neighbours, was brought before Mr. 
Justice Brown and a special jury in the 
Northern High. Court yesterday, when 
remarkable evidence of the distribution of 
bank notes at Skerries, Belfast, and Lon- 
don was given. i 

His Lordship said that he did not 
remember any inquiry of the kind being 
held before a judge and jury. 

Mr, A. B, Babington, K.C., who appeared 
in ve ag of the petition, stated that Mr. 
Connell, who was born in’ Glasgow in 1861, 
came to Belfast in 1860, after serving as an 
apprentice in his uncle’s shipyard on the 
yde. In 1913, while chief draughtsman of 
Messrs. Workman, Clark and Co., his health 
gave way, and a male nurse was appointed 
to look after him. He retired finally in 1914 
at the age of 53, and settled down at Sonoma, 
where he amused himself in aches So 
travelling, and living a life of leisure. is 
Poe Con’ at the present time, amounted to 
£28,000. He was a married man, with no 
family. ' 

Mr. Connell’s condition, however, de- 
velored into an acute form in July, 1917, 
when Dr. W. Moneypenny found him in a very 
excited condition. As the doctor was leaving 
Mr. Connell stood under the Union Jack in 
the garden and shouted that he was beneath 
the British flag,.and defied the doctor or 
anyone else to touch him. 

On the following day he was arrested in 
Belfast for assaulting a policeman, and the 
day after he was removed to the Union In- 
firmary, where he was certified by Dr. Fulton 
to be of unsound mind, and he was subse- 
quently taken to a home in Armagh, where 
he remained till September 4, when he was 
released. The doctors who examined him at 
that time would state that Mr. Connell was 
suffering from mania and delusional insanity. 

Mr. Babington, who indicated that his case 
was that that mania and delusional insanity 
had now become chronic, mentioned that 
while in Liverpool in 1918, Mr. Connell gave 
away money, wrote out cheques without 
reason, and made long speeches on religion, 
and i that his drinking water was being 
poisoned, 

Other incidents in which Mr. Connell had 

to counsel were :'— 
egistry of aris in Belfast, 
a scene, in 1919. 
in 1920, when, after forcing 
neices to go on their knees and swear that 
: bag bad not stolen his underclothes, be assaulted 


A scene outside a church in 1921. 
an assault on the police in Belfast in March, 


Scenes at Lloyd's Registry of Shipping in 

London on several occasions. 

A statement to the Newcastle police, who had 
arrested him, that was “lord of the manor, 
and had blue blood in his veins.” 

A visit to Skerries, where he distributed bank 
notes to Free State soldiers, and afterwards tore 
one to pieces, shouting: “ God save Ireland, for 
God alone can do it.’ " 
Counsel added that while in an hotel in 

London, Mr. Connell had given the hall porter 
notes with the order to “ paper the staircase 
with cm“ 

In May, 1923, Mr. Connell was motoring 
to Bangor, when he met a man on horseback, 
and threw him a note, saying: '' Accept it 
as my little donation.'' 

He had also given £5 to men who were 
working on the tram lines, and on another 
ocasion he Sue half-an-hour laying squace- 
ae men were on reconstruction 
work. 

He was admitted on a six months’ order 
to Purdysburn, ; '"' this year he was allowed 
out under the supervision of a companion, 

Some of his other peculiar acts were the 
giving of his gold watch-chain to a waiter in 
a city hotel, and he also gave three cheques 
for for one horse. 

They submitted that Mr. Connell was in- 
sane, and they asked the jury to see that his 
propersy was put under control. 

Dr. W. Moneypenny said that in 1919, when 
he saw Mr. Connell at the request of the 
latter’s stepson, Connell behaved violently, 
exclaiming: ‘‘You think I am a German spy.” 
In 1922 Connell asked him to certify that 
his wife was a lunatic. Witness did not 
think that Connell was sane at the time.

HIS STATUS IN LONDON.

Replying, in the Dominion House of Com. 
mons, to-day, to a question regarding the 
status of the Canadian High Commissioner in 
London, and the correctness, or otherwise, 
of newspaper statements to the effect that the 

spresentative of the Dominion sometimes had 
difficulty in gaining access to British Minis- 
ters, and was referred to subordinate officials

I understand, said the Prime Minister, that 
the British Government are not yet in a posi- 
tion to give an official announcement as to 
what will be ultimately arranged, but they 
hope to do so in the very near future.—

TRAMWAYS BILL TO BE

The Commissioners who are administering 
Dublin's municipal affairs met yesterday 
morning in the Council Chamber of the City 
Hall. Mr. James Murphy presided, and 
there were also present—Dr. W. ©. Dwyer, 
Mr. P. J. Hernon, and Mr. T. J. Murphy, 


The Chairman announced that tenders had 
been-considered for 192 houses on the Marino 
estate, The tender of Mr. Kenny, the present 
contractor, was the lowest, ad it had been 
decided to entrust the work to him, subject 
to any modifications which may be made by 
the Ministry of Local Government. 

The new section of houses, the Chairman 
said, would follow closely the plan of those 
approaching completion on the same estate. 
They would be five-roomed houses, modern 
in construction, and would have bath and 
water supply. These conveniences were a 
feature of the houses which were being built 
by the Corporation. The price of each house, 
alter revision of specification by the Housing 
Department of the Ministry of Local Govern- 
ment, would be about £550. 

A scheme for housing some of the very 
poor was being considered by the Ministry 
of Local Government and the Commissioners. 
The Chairman further announced that, in 
connection with the unemployed grant, four 


started—namely, the necessary widening of 
the Fairview road, and the consequent re- 
construction of Annesley Bridge; and, as a 
beginhing, about 60 ex-National Army men 
had been employed. From the point of view 
of improvement, this was regarded as at 
important and beneficial work. It was 
proposed to make a carriage way at 
least 60 feet wide, in reinforced concrete. 
Fairview Park provided sufficient scope for 
the necessary widening, and obviated the 
cost and delay of compulsory acquisition. 

| TRAMWAYS BILL. 

The Commissioners adopted a report by a 
Committee of the Whole House of the late 
Corporation, recommending that the Law 
Agent should be instructed to prepare oppo- 
sition, under the following heads, to the 
bill to be introduced in the Dail by the 
Dublin United Tramways Company :— 

(a) Existing wap not to be 
diminished ; 

_(b) Continuation of existing tramway ser- 
vice ; 

(c) The Corporation to have the right of 
purchase of 'bus service as part of the tram- 
way service; 

(d) The Tramways Articles of Association 
not to be extended. 

A letter was read from Mr. B. Tobin, for- 
warding a list of owners of motor vehicles 
in respect of whom the authority of the Com- 
missioners was requested, wit a view to in- 
stituting prosecutions for the non-payment of 
heence duty 

The Commissioners granted the necessary 
authority. 

The Commissioners also adopted a report 
of a Committee of the Whole House, which 
investigated the circumstances in which an 
examination for the post of Chief Inspector, 
Waste Water Department, was held some 
time ago. The Committee reported :—(a) 
That the questions were proper to be set for 
such an examination; (b) that the examina- 
tion was conducted equitably; (c) that, in 
their opinion, the position of Chief Inspector, 
Waste Water Department, was not necessary, 
but that it was necessary to have the night 
staff supervised, and that steps should be 
taken to arrange for the appointment of such 
a supervisor.

CHARGE AGAINST A PRINTER, 


Mr. Ernest Edward Cutts, tradin 
Pyramid Press, Bream's Buildings, Chancery 
lane, London, appeared at Bow street Police 
Court yesterday to three summonses charging 
him with printing a circular pamphlet and a 
ticket in connection with “* Duggan’s £25,000 
Derby Scheme,” without the name and ad- 
dress of the printer appearing on them. Mr. 
Sidney Freeman, otherwise Dougias Stuart, 
of New Oxford street, was also summoned for 
publishing the same documents without bear- 
ing the printer’s name and address, but the 
case against him was formally adjourned for 
the convenience of his counsel. 

Mr. Herbert Muskett, opening the case 
against Mr. Cutts, said that he was summoned 
for a technica] breach of the Newspapers, 
Printers and Reading Rooms Repeal Act, 
1869. Mr. Cutts, on being interviewed, said 
that he had received an order for printing a 
million circulars, half a million pamphlets, and 
half a million tickets. He also said that the 
omission of the printer’s name and address 
was due to an oversight on the part of his 
works foreman. Mr. Muskett added that the, 
maximum penalty was £5 for every document 
printed—ten million in all. 

Mr. Beecher Bryant, Who defended, urged 
that Mr. Cutts was not aware of his obliga- 
tions to put the printer’s name and address 
on the documents. 

The magistrate ordered Mr. Cutts to pay a 
fine of 20s. on each of the three summonses, 
and £7 16s. costs—£10 16s. in all.

COURT. 


THE PRESIDING JUDGE 
CONGRATULATED. 


Mr. Justice 0’ pengineeey who was 
accon on the by the City High 
Sheriff (Alderman Hubbard Clark), opened 
the newly-constituted City Central Criminal 
Court in the Green street Courthouse at 11 
o'clock yesterday son The court was 
crowded with jurors and litigants. 

Mr. Justice O'Shaughnessy, who wore wig 
and gown, announced that he regretted very 
much that the hearing of the cases should 
have to stand over, as the existing law 
rendered a fortnight’s adjournment necessary. 
Consequently he would direct an adjournment 
to the 30th inst. The functioning of the 
Court involved some inconvenience, but it 
was petty, trifling and in the least. extreme 
compared with the very great, much-needed 
and long-desired reform in the administration 
of justice which that Court would serve. 

Mr. W. Carrigan, K.C., said that -he de- 
sired to say, not only on behalf of the pro- 
fession which he represented, but also on 
behalf of the public generally, that it gave 
the .utmost satisfaction and a great sense of 
confidence to the country to see his lordship 
appointed Judge of that Court. It would. be 
unbecoming of him to allow that occasion to 
pass without referring to his lordship’s long 
and distinguished career, which had won 
recognition, not only in this country, but 
amongst the leaders of the distinguished Bar 
in England. He had served beyond what he 
(Mr. Carrigan) might describe as the judicial 
span in the ancient office of Recorder of 
ublin, and had performed the duties thereof 
with unflagging industry, ability and tireless 
devotion. Chief amongst these duties was the 
administration of the criminal law, and no 
judge could have brought a combination of 
fairness, justice and clemency to bear upon 
it with more conspicuous success than he did. 
The best assurance that they had for the 
country, for the profession and for the estab- 
lishment of that new Criminal Court, was his 
lordship’s past record, and the fact that he 
would preside over thar Court. 

Mr. Dudley White, K.C., said that he was 
delighted—and he knew that his colleagues 
felt similarly—that his lordship was to con- 
tinue with them even more permanently than 
before and in more serious work. His lord- 
ship had carried on the administration of the 
criminal law at a time of great peril and 
chaos, but now they were all able to see the 
light. (Applause. ) 

r. Hastings D. Draper, solicitor, on behalf 
of his profession, and Inspector O'Neill, 
Dublin Metropolitan Police, joined in the con- 
gratulations. 

Alderman Hubbard Clark (High Sheriff) 
congratulated the Government on his lord- 
ship s NEE SR and also congratulated 
his lordship on having attained to the very 
high office be now occupied. 
REPUBLICAN JUROR'S TRIBUTE. 
Mr. W. J. Gogan, a juror, rising in the 
gallery, said that he would like to endorse 
all that had been said about his lordship, 
whom he found to be a fair-minded man, both 
as a lawyer and as a judge. The jurors 
were, he said, drawn from a very struggling 
class, and no effort had been made to in- 
demnify them for their services. “TÍ am an 
Irish Republican,” added Mr. Gogan, “' and 
I owe allegiance to the Republic. I believe 
that the present system can last only for a 
very short time; but, until we accomplish that 
which we have at heart, I wish you every 
success in the position you hold.” (Loud 
applause. ) 
r. Justice O'Shaughnessy said that it was 
nearly nineteen years ago since he first pre- 
sided in that court. e knew that he had 
made many mistakes, and that friendship had 
sage to him qualities which, perhaps, it 
alone justified; but from the first day that 
he sat as Recorder—an office absolutely un- 
sought by him as was the great office which 
he had now been called to fill—he had only 
one allegiance—his ellegiance to justice—and, 
as in the past, he would endeavour loyally 
and faithfully to serve that and that alone. 
They would forgive him when he said that 
circumstances arose in one’s life too deep for 
words. That had arisen in his life, and he 
could only give them a poor measure of 
thanks for the kindness that he met with 
from his brethren at the Bar, from the High 
Sheriff, and even from the gentleman who 
had spoken last. He would say to his jellew- 
citizens, to the Bar, and to everyone whom 
it concerned, that he would endeavour to con- 
tinue in the future the same course that he 
had ‘followed in the past. (Applause.)

MEETING WITH VOLUNTARY

ADVISORY COWNCIL 
SCHEME APPROVED. 


The British Minister of Pensipns, the Right 
Hon. F. O. Roberts, M.P., chncluded his 
visit to the Free State yesterday. Mr. 
Roberts has been accompanied jhroughout his 
visit, which opened with his} arrival at 
Kingstown on Friday and hasjextendéd to 
Waterford and Cork, by Mr. {J. W. Muir, 
M.P., Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry, and officers of the} headquarters 
staff. The local arrangements| were made 


the Free State, Captain R. H.j Webb. 
Yesterday morning the Minister presided 
at a meeting at the Shelbourng Hotel of re- 
presentatives of War Pensions Committees 
and of the Legion of Irish ex-Sejvice Men and 
other bodies interested in the jvelfare of ex- 
Service men of the British Fprceh in the Great 
War. Among those presenJ, ir addition to 
the Minister and his party, wdre Sir Henry 
McLaughlin, K.B.E.; Sir Jqhn Lumsden, 
K.B.E.; Sir Edward Bellinghajn, Bart. ; Sir 
Hunt Walsh. Lady Nash, Wady Everard, 
Lieutenant-Colonel C. Twigg) Major H. 
Lefroy, Mr. Patrick W. Shaw, T.D.; Mr. 
Charles H. O'Conor, Mr. Waltdr Sexton and 
Mr. W. P. Walker. 
A CLOSE UNDERSTANDING. 
The Minister of Pensions, in his opening re- 
marks, said that it was becausd those at the 
head of the Ministry wanted ito assist in 
breaking down some of the difficulties and in 
getting that close understanding which was 
now more than ever necessary fbr the success 
of work of the disabled ex-Service men, 
that he and his staff had com over for a 
frank and full consultation with representa- 
tives of the local committees ind other or- 
ganisations. His visit had a further imme- 
diate object—to ask them toj consider the 
scheme laid before them for thá formation of 
an Advisory Council for Ireland. He wanted 
to bring back that great volum¢ of sympathy 
and support without which thelr work could 
not be carried on effectively. .The first thing 
necessary, he believed, was tlie creation of 
some form of contact between those who were 
struggling in the scattered districts and 
those who were responsible for] directing the 
machine at headquarters at Westminster. 
Mr. Roberts went on to expldin the details 
of the plan for an Advisory] Council, and 
said he hoped that the Council would be a 
means of hetter articulation pf the things 
they wished to express. There] was necessity 
for voluntary workers to thrdw themselves 
into the work with even great¢r energy than 
hefore. In England, Scotland and Wales 
there were fifteen War Pension}; Committees ; 
in Northern Ireland there was ope; in the 
Irish Free State there were five. In the 
Free State there were 28,600 persons in re 
ceipt of pensions; in Northern} Ireland there 
were 13,700. 
SOME STRIKING FIGURES. 
Mr. Roberts went on to give figures for 
the three months ended April{ 1924. Under 
Article 9of the Pensions Warrajit applications 
received in Ireland were 1,147; the awards 
made were 288; rejected, 457; lapsed, 158. 
The number of final awards in tine same period 
was 2.177. As regards medical treatment im 
the Free State, there were under treatment as 
in-patients 1,267; out-patients, with allow- 
ances, 203; without allowancps, 1,075. In 
Northern Ireland there were jas in-patients, 
495; out-patients, with allowanices, 165; with- 
out allowances, 655. The fttendances at 
clinics for treatment or exanfination in the 
three months were 20,400 in the Free State, 
and just over 7,000 in Northern Ireland. 
Medical examinations in the Free State 
were 5,213 and in Ulster 2,415. Over the 
British Isles there were something like two 
ard a quarter millions of peysioners on the 
pensions list, and nearly [OO new claims were 
admitted every week. To meyt those claims, 
the nation was passing an expenditure of 67 
million pounds. Only one fhilling in the 
und went in administrative pharges. These 
i — showed the extent of} the work still 
before the Ministry. 

Mr. Roberts proceeded to review his policy 
since he became Minister of] Pensions, and 
especially quoted his Order} that wherever 
there was doubt in any case tHe benefit should 
be given to the applicant, and/the new scheme 
of dependency pensions issjied under his 
direction. If the Labour Givernment were 
permitted to remain in office for a sufficiently 
long period, he hoped, he qaid, that what 
they had done would prove/to be only the 
prelude to greater things. » 

SCHELIE ADOPTED. 

A discussion then took plice on the con- 
stitution submitted for an Advisory Counc! 
for Ireland, which would incjude persons ap- 
pointed on the recommendatipn of Area Ad- 
visory Committees ; representatives of disabled 
officers and men, with a ippresentative of 
women in receipt of pensions as widows of 
dependents, and other persofs appointed by 
the Minister. The Council would be entitled 
to make recommendations toilithe Minister on 
any matter. 

e scheme was adopted, Sir Henry 
McLaughlin dissenting. on tie ground, as he 
stated, that the Council for practical pur 
poses was dead before it starjed unless it had 
a secretary who should be tHe servant of the 
Council and independent of the Ministry. 

A number of delegates, at jthe invitation of 
the Minister, spoke on matfters which they 
wished him to take into corjsideration. 

Among the speakers were Major Lefroy, 
who said he could prove thit the Minister's 
instructions were being disobeyed by the per- 
manent officials of the Ministry, and Sir 
Henry McLaughlin, who camplained of the 
continued restrictive Madh of medical 
boards. 

The Minister, in reply, saill that, whatever 
impression medical boards jhad received in 
the past, they should unde}stand now that 
the restrictive policy described by Sir Henry 
McLaughlin was not the polify of the present 
Minister. If any such thing were going on, 
it should be put a stop to inpmediately. 

The Ministry was giving the most careful 
consideration to the pointa}which had been 
mentioned. He thanked then: for their ac- 
ceptance of the scheme, and jfor their interest 
in the work generally. 

Sir Henry McLaughlin, dn behalf of the 
delegates, expressed to the Minister and Mr. 
Muir their appreciation of tite visit and their 
thanks for the consideratiq¢n given to the 
matters put forward 

Major Lefroy seconded th} vote of thanks, 
and said that he would fave pleasure in 
giving support to Mr. Robefts and Mr. Muir 
for what they had done for e-Service men. 

Mr. P. J. Shaw and othr delegates sup- 
ported the motion. 
INTERVIEW WITH THE PRESIDENT. 

The Minister, in acknowledging these ex- 
pressions, said that he hadi received such a 
favourable impression of Ire!lánd that he hoped 
to return, whether as head of the Ministry 
of Pensions or in a less confpicnous capacity. 
He recognised the splendid] work which had 
been done for pensioners py the voluntary 
workers associated with thd Ministry. With 
regard to Sir Henry McLajaghlin’s prophecy 
that the Advisory Council [plan would be a 
failure, he believed that fe once in his life 
Sir Henry was going to bá proved at fault 
in his judgment. (Laughter.) 

He intended, when the (ouncil had been 
at work for a while, to cime back and see 
for himself whether the Cduncil had become. 
the means of contact which he desired it 
should be. (Applause.) le promised that 
the representations of the (ouncil should go 
direct to the Minister. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, Mr. 
Roberts went to Governnfant Buildings by 
appointment to meet President Cosgrave, with 
whom he had a brief interview. In the after- 
noon be ‘eft for Belfast, jwhere he will ask 
the Northern Ireland Pensidns Committee and 
ex-Service organisations to} join in the plan 
for an Advisory Council fos Ireland.

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The Challenge to Anarchy. 


The strike situation on the London 
Underground railways has assumed a very 
serious aspect. . Services have almost 
weased and the partial extension of the 


| stoppage “to the electrical power stations 


has prevented volunteers from under- 
taking ths work of running the’ trains. 
The, shopmen on the Great Western Rail- 
way of England also have gone on strike, 
and there is a danger that the movement 
may spread even further during the course 
‘of- the, next. few days. The stoppage on 
the Underground railways is quite un- 
official. It: was declared without the con- 
sent, and; indeed, against the wishes, of 
the National Union of Railwaymen, whose 
leader, Mr. Cramp, denounced the strike 
on Wednesday in the ‘strongest language. 
He declared that the issue was between 
order and mob rule, and that all good 
trade unionists must combine to defeat 
the attack which was being made on 
their liberties. On Wednesday evening 
both the Underground atid the Great 
Western Companies warned their em- 
ployés*.on strike that, unless they 
should return to work by to-day, they 
would be regarded as having left the com- 
panies’ service, and proceedings would be 
taken against them immediately for breach 
of. contract. This action constitutes a 
definite challenge to anarchy. The next 
step lies with the Strike Committee; but 
at a late hour last night there was no 
sign of the slightest inclination on the 
part of the strikers to return to work 
to-day. 

The men who are trying to wreck 
the social fabric of British life recog- 
nise that the trade unions at present 
constitute one of the most power- 
ful bulwarks against Bolshevism; and, 
therefore, their whole energies are being 
directed towards the subversion of the 
unions’ authority among the workers. The 
strike in London is in the nature of a 
test case.. In the past there have been 
instances of “ unauthorised ’’ strikes, but 
the trade ‘unions generally have contrived 
to avoid an open breach with their unruly 
members. On this occasion, however, the 
unions have no choice, If, for instance, 
the National Union of; Railwaymen 
does not assert its authority with the 
utmost vigoyr, its prestige: among the 
working classes will suffer so heavily that 
its whole future will be impaired. Mr. 
Cramp realises that the unions are faced 
by the “forces of anarchy,’’ and if those 
forces are not defeated now, and once for 
all, the end of the constitutional Labour 
movement in Britain will be in sight. . All 
the men who have been instrumental in 
organising the present revolt in England 
are Communists. of one kind or another ; 
and the issue must be fought now 
to a finish. If either the companies 
or the trade: unions give way in 
the “Bolsheviks 


advantage. Time is on the side of the

selves into Liberty Hall. Hitherto in Ire- 
‘land and in England the unions have re- 
frained from drastic action against the 
' organisers of these irresponsible strikes, 
and in Dublin during the gas-workers’ 
strike the weakness of the recognised 


couraging features of a thoroughly un- 
pleasant situation. So far as the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union is 
concerned, nobody seems to know who is 
the real leader of the men. The employers 
have no guarantee that, if an agree- 
ment is made by one set of leaders, it 
will not be rejected promptly by the other. 
In the circumstances, collective bargain- 
ing, which is the life's blood of the whcle 
Labour movement, has become almost im- 
possible in the City of Dublin, and the 
relations between Labour and Capital are 
at sixes and sevens. We hope that Irish 
Labour leaders will profit by the example 
of men like Mr. Cramp, and will set their 
faces firmly against insurrection in the 
future. Nobody wants to see a Fascist 
movement either in England or in Ireland, 
but a few more “ unauthorised ' strikes 
may force desperate communities to con- 
template desperate remedies.

“Treaty. Apparently, he leaves the solu- 
tion in the hands of the British Govern- 
ment. The first definite suggestion comes 
from Sir James Allen, High Commissioner 
for New Zealand. Speaking at Wembley 
to representatives of the Press, he sug- 
gested that Dominion members of Imperial 
Conferences should be qualified to repre- 
sent their countries, independently of the 
Governments in power. He attributes the 
failure of previous conferences to the fact 
that members from the Overseas Empire 
have represented.. only Governments that 
might be short-lived, and thus have been 
unable to guarantee a uniform policy. As 
conferences cannot be always in session, 
he urges that supplementary machinery 
must be evolved; and he advocates the 
presence in London of representatives of 
the self-governing Dominions with full 
powers to commit their countries to any 
course of action’ that may be favoured. 
For this purpose either a Dominion 
Minister or a High Commissioner, with 
greatly augmented executive powers, ought 
to reside permanently in the British 
capital, Contact with the Dominion 
Prime Minister ought to be sufficiently 
close to allow quick decisions to be made 
in urgent cases. Sir James Allen is pre- 
pared to concede a considerable measure 
of responsibility to the British Govern- 
ment, as the enormous distances that 
separate the different parts of the Empire 
make the discussion of many questions of 
Imperial policy impossible in the Parlia- 
ments of thé Dominions. Like Mr. 
MacKenzie King, he insists that some 
action must be taken without delay. The 
first step must be a comprehensive state- 
ment of the points at issue. and the 
British Government must be prompt to 
adopt measures that will find favour 
with the Dominion Governments. Tho 
present situation may be the thin end of 
a wedge between the Mother Country and 
the Overseas possessions of the British 
Crown, or it may be turned to the 
purposes of fuller unity and cooperation. 
Therefore, the problem must be kept 
prominently in the foreground until it 
has received all the attention that it 
deserves. Until the British Government, 
however, has expressed its considered 
views on the subject the theories of 
amateur constitutionalists are likely to 
do. more harm than good. [In 'the mean- 
while the Canadian Press is not alarmed, 
and refuses to find in the non-ratification 
of the Treaty of Lausanne any weakening 
of the ties that bind the Dominion to the 
Empire. On the other hand, it is strongly 
in favour of an exchange of views that 
will leave no excuse for misunderstanding.

This new benevolence is the 
result partly of a growing spirit of 
humanity, and partly of an enlightened 
self-interest which has taught us that 
mundane society is, in fact, a unit, and. 
that help even for those who, like the 
Germané, have despitefully used us is 
not only Christianity, but good business. 
As recognition of this truth extends, we 
are improving the machinery of charitaole 
co-operation. Yesterday, at Geneva, the 
Council of the League of Nations con- 
sidered that problem of refugee popula- 
tions which is one of. the most 
embarrassing legacies of the late war. 
Tens of thousands of Russians and Greeks 
are homeless exiles ‘1 Eastern Europe. 
Greece is affording shelter not merely to 
large numbers of Greek outcasts from 
Asia Minor, but to swarms of Armenians 
whose plight is even more desperate. 
Yesterday her Government begged the 
Council of the League to shift these 
Armenians to some other quarter, and 
the Council decided to entrust the whole 
problem of refugees to the International 
Labour Office, as being the organisation 
which is likely to handle it most cheaply 
and “most, efficiently. The Labour Office’s 
acceptance or rejection of the request will 
be announced in a few days. In the mean- 
while, however, a new proof of the

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Sir Arthur Evans announces surprising 
new discoveries in Crete, where he has 
regumed the excavations that were inter- 
rupted by the war. At Cnossos he has 
unearthed a portion of a Cyclopean viaduct 
which must have been reared in the dim 
ages before Atneas navigated the empty 
Tyrrhenean waters. ‘Thus are the massive 
splendours of the Minoan Empire being 
revealed and pieced together, and the 
historians are being set to the revision 
of the early chapters of their works. 
Thirty years ago it. was believed that the 
art of writing was unknown when Mycenze 
and the cities of prehistoric Greece were 
built and peopled. Cretan inscriptions, 
discovered by Mr. Evans—as he then 
was—shook this opinion, and, in 1900, 
he unearthed at Cnossos a library of clay 
tablets which revolutionised our knowledge 
of the beginnings of Western civilisation. 
The. inscriptions, the halls and chambers, 
the ornamented oil jars, the thrones, the 
lovely vases, which Sir Arthur brought to 
light, showed that the civilisation of the 
Myceneen age radiated to the shores of 
the Mediterranean from the island 
kingdom: of Minos, and had its capital 
in the city of the legendary Minotaur. 
Cnossos thus became, for scholars, one 
of the most important cities of antiquity. 
The palace which Sir Arthur uncovered, 
with its remarkable water and sanitary 
installations, dates back to some four 
thousand years before the Christian 
era, and beneath its site are traces of 
human occupation supposed to date back 
a further ten thousand years. Thus as 
scholarship explores the dusty past, the 
beginnings of human achievement are 
thrust ever farther and farther back, and 
races and empires are recaptured from 
oblivion.

RUSSIA’S PRE-WAR DEBT. 


FURTHER DISCUSSIONS IN 
LONDON. 


Own Corrrepoxnvent 
LONDON, Thursday. 

There was another meeting at the Foreign 
Office to-day between the members of the 
Soviet delegation and representatives of the 
British holders of Russian Bonds, The meet- 
ing was a prolonged one, a which Jittle 
light is shed by the agreed official communiqué 
issued at its close, which merely chronicled a 
discussion of ‘‘the question of the pre-war 
tussian debt.”’ 

There is, however, some reason to believe 
that a rather more accommodating spirit was 
shown on both sides. In some quarters it had 
been anticipated that to-day’s meeting might 
prove of decisive importance. This did not 
prove to be the case, and further discussions 
will be necessary before the deadlock on the 
debt question is broken. The fact, however, 
that they have already been arranged for is 
an indication of progress. 


THE EDUCATION ACT IN 
ULSTER.

POSITION OF TECHNICAL 


INSTRUCTION. 

Yesterday Mr. M‘Quibban, Secretary to the 
Northern Ministry of Education, gave an 
address on the position of technical education 
under the Education Act at a conference of 
Municipal Authorities in the Technical School, 
Lisburn, at which Senator Harold Barbour, 
M.A., presided. 

Speaking en the general structure of the 
Act, Mr. M‘Quibban expressed the hope that 
In the délegation of powers to Regional Com- 
mittees the Education Authorities might 
see their way to give a fairly free hand to 
the Regional Committees in the control of 
expenditure within their respective areas, 
seeing that there will not be a flat county 
education rate and that the local contribution 
required to be raised in the form of rates will 
be raised entirely within the area over which 
the Committee has jurisdiction. 

Dealing in some detail with the position of 
technical instruction under the Act, Mr. 
M‘Quibban pointed out that the urban county 
districts that had established technical instruc- 
tion schemes of their own had the option of 
continuing to run their own schemes at their 
own expense, so far as rates were concerned, 
or of joining with the regional areas in which 
case the rating charge would be distributed 
evenly over the larger area. In this connec- 
tion he urged the unity of education. Techni- 
cal instruction, like all other forms of higher 
instruction, was only a stage in the life of 
something that began much earlier. The 
delegates were deeply interested in securing 
that when the boys and girls reach the 
technical schools they should be in a position 
to benefit fully from what the teachers had to 
offer them. 

The elementary school teacher was in- 
terested in higher and technical education, 
because to him was entrusted the preparation 
of the children for more advanced instruc- 


tion, and, uzless he had an intelligent appre- | 


ciation of what he was preparing his pupils 
for and was able to point the way to higher 
things, how could his work be otherwise than 
mechanical and lacking in vision? He 
appealed strongly to the members of technical 
instruction committees who had done such 
good work in the past to embrace the oppor- 
tunity which now presented itself of using 
the experience they had acquired for the aa- 
vancement of education in all its branches. ' 
, One of the greatest hindrances to the de- 
velopment of technical instruction is the need 
for new schools and proper equipment. The 
burden of providing new schools, which might 
be an exceedingly heavy tax on the resources 
of an urban district, would sit but lightlv on 
the shoulders of the larger area, and there 
could be no question that the larger area 
would secure greater financial stability for the 
schemes. 


REFUGEE PROBLEM.

DISCUSSION BY LEAGUE OF 
NATIONS COUNCIL. 
GENEVA, Thursday. ' 
Questions relating to Russian, Greek, and 
Armenian refugees were debated to-day by 
the Council of the League of Nations, which 
adopted a proposal to.entrust to the Inter- 
national Labour Office, subject to the latter's 
acceptance, the task of dealing with the 
future settlement of refugees, that institution 
being regarded as in a better position to solve 
the difficulty. and to be able to deal with it 
more economically than the High Commission. 
It is expected that the governing body of 
the Labour Office will give its reply in a few 
days. 
The Greek representative thanked the 
Council for the assistance extended thus far, 


é and asked for further help He also asked 


for the evacuation of the Armenian refugees 
from Greece, owing to the want of room and 
money, though the Greek Government was 
ready to assist in the cost of their transfer 
elsewhere. 

Senor Guani observed that the South 
American States, notably Uruguay, of which 
he is representative, could receive numbers 
of refugees; while Senor Souza Dantas (Brazil) 
suggested referring the question to the dele- 
gates to the recent Emigration Conference 
in Rome. many of whom were still in Europe. 

Lord Parmoor, on behalf of the British Go- 
vernment, favoured Armenians being supplied 
with identity certificates, and of provision 
being made, looking to their eventual possible 
return to their native country.—(Reuter.)

HIGH COMMISSIONER'S 


ADDRESS AT OXFORD. 


Mr. James MacNeill, High Commissioner 
of the Irish Free State, addressing the Oxford 
University Irish Society, warned his oe CM 
against a certain section of the Press whic 
represented the question as an acute -_ 
troversy. The facts of the case were perfectly 
clear, and ‘there was no truth in the sugges- 
tion that backstairs intrigues and secret agree- 
ments were influencing either the two Irish 
Governments or the British Government. 

There was no ambiguity in that frequently 
misquoted Article XII. of the Treaty, and the 
Irish delegates who signed it were representa- 
tives of the thirty-two counties, not of the 
twenty-six alone. At that time, roughly, 
three and a half counties were o to m- 
clusion in the Free State, and so two and a 
half counties were added to them to constitute 
“Northern '' Ireland. . i 

To the Government of these six counties 
was given the choice of opting itself out of 
the Free State, on condition that when this 
was done a commission should be constituted 
by the British Government to reconsider the 
boundary in accordance with the wishes of 
the inhabitants so far as geographic and 
economic conditions would allow. 

The wording and the spirit of the Treaty 
were practically identical with those used in 
Continental treaties dealing with post-war 
problems arising in Schleswig-Holstein and 
East Prussia. Primary importance in each 
case is given to the wishes of the inhabitants, 
and Mr. MacNeill had no doubt in stating 
that his own part of Ireland, the Glens of 
Antrim, would vote for inclusion in the Free 
State. So far no vote on the question had 
been taken by the people of Ulster, but by 
its Government alone. 

The view maintained by the Free State at 
conferences had always been the same: they 
had always acknowledged that those who did 
not wish to be included in the Free State 
might refuse; but it must undoubtedly be 
the wish of every intelligent man who wished 
well to Ireland thatthe country should 
eventually be united on terms satisfactory 
both to the majority and the minority. 

Delay in the establishment of the present 
Commission would undoubtedly entail long 
delay in the settlement of the question, during 
which time ‘ trouble,” of the 1916 variety, 
must inevitably occur. The sooner a decision 
was given by the Commissicn the better it 
would be for all Ireland, and the new arbitrary 
division which the Commission would be 
compelled to make would arouse both North 
and South to the need for union and the folly 
of a household divided against itself, which 
no Englishman or Irishman would contem- 
plate as a permanency. 

‘* Thereíore.” Mr. MacNeill concluded, “I 
would rather have even an unjust decision by 
the Commission at once than that the question 
should drag on its present condition, with its 
inevitable accompaniment of the recurrence of 
bloodshed.*’

No one can prophecy at the moment what 
will happen to-morrow, when the new 
President is to be elected at Versailles. It is 
certain, however, that since yesterday M. 
Painleve’s friends are not nearly so confident 
as they were that he will succeed 
Millerand. 

The leaders of the Left, in their desire to 
secure a solid majority for M. Painleve, have 
estranged some sympathies in the Senate, 
where M. Doumergue has much support, by 
excluding from the usual meeting to-day to 
elect the party candidate, the groups from 
which opposition was anticipated. 

Under these circumstances M. Doumergue 
himself refused to allow his name to be intro- 
duced to the meeting, and had a notice posted 
at the Senate to say so. This did not mean, 
however, that he would not stand to-morrow, 
but the contrary.

RUMOURS OF A COMING 
REVOLUTION.

COLOGNE, Thursday. 

The activities of the Separatist leader, Herr 
Matthes, in the Ruhr are beginning to attract 
attention again. According to reports, which 
there is every reason to believe accurate, the 
erstwhile ‘‘ President’’ of the ill-fated “ Rhine- 
land Republic,” is on the eve of another 
“putsch.” This wag to have taken place on 
May 4, the day of the German general elec- 
tion, but was postponed to June 15. The 
second date, too, appears to have been altered, 
but there seems to be little doubt that the 
“ Reno ''—as the new Republican force Herr 
Matthes has been recruiting among unem- 
ployed workers. is called—ig merely awaiting 
the word to strike. 

The strength of this irregular force, which 
is stated to be armed, is put at several 
thousand men, but its organisation and 
strength in the different towns of the Ruhr 
vary very considerably. Herr Matthes’s plan, 
it. is stated, is to proelaim the “-Rherish 
Westphalian Republic ' one night in the 
whole of the Ruhr area simultaneously. The 
“Reno,” having carefully prepared the 
ground, will overpower the fia and seize 
their arms. If possible, there is to be no 
bloodshed. but police who resist will be shot 
down, After the occupation of the banks and 
all public offices, the officials will be given 
the alternative of working with the 
“ Republic '' or of being expelled.

Lady Ludlow’s residence, Bath Honse, 
Piccadilly, London, was robbed during Wed- 
nesday night, jewellery and antiques valued 
at over 0,000 being stolen. 

The rebbery is one of the most sensational 
recently reported to Scotland Yard. The 
greater part of the ó wed stolen comprised 
portions of 15th and 16th century collections, 
and included pearls, gold rings, jewel cups. 
pendants, carved canes, gold chains, pearl 
necklace, gold brooches set with diamonds.

racelets. 

All these articles are of great historical 
interest and value, Other antiques were also 
included in the haul. The robbery was un- 
doubtedly the work of a clever and expert 
gang, members of which, it is believed, 
secreted themselves in the basement before 
the robbery. Vine street officers are in- 
vestigating the affair. 

tale Ludlow is a widow, Lord Ludlow hav- 
ing died as the result of a hunting accident 
in 1922. She was the first wife of Sir Julius 
C. Wernher, Bart. She had been married to, 
Lord Ludlow only three vears before he met 
with the fatal accident. She was the 
daughter of Mr. James Markiewiez, of Bem- 
bridge square, London. 

The burglars left the premises by the fire 
escape, without leaving any very. definite 
traces. . 

The stolen jewels were gathered by the late 
Sir Julius Wernher. The complete collection 
occupied a large room on the first floor of 
Bath House, and was known as “The 
Museum.” 

An intimate friend of the family said that 
the value of the articles stolen, from an 
antique point of view, must be thousands of 
pounds—perhaps hundreds of thousands—for 
Sir Julius spared neither time nor money to 
secure the collection, and the bronzes, 
enamels and necklaces were megnificent. It 
was amazing that silver and gdld ornaments 
in other parts of the house were untou>.ed, 
and no attempt was made to obtain Laiy 
Ludlow’'s personal jewels, ‘[he thieves conce}. 
trated their attention upon “ The Museum,”’. 
and carefully packed their -haul in white’ 
flocks taken from the cases, which had been 
neatly prised open. He had no doubt that the 


Lady Ludlow passed “The Museum” at 
eleven o'clock on Wednesday night on return- 
ing from the theatre, and it was then undis- 
turbed. Yesterday morning a  hovusemaic 
found the door locked from the inside and

STRIKE COLLAPSING. 


LONDON RAILWAYMEN AT 
WORK. 

A fatal blow was dealt last night to the 
strike on the London Underground Railways. 
Following the failure yesterday of negotiations 
between the craft unions and the Combine, a 
Conference of shop stewards was convened 
last night by the Electrical Trades Union.

WILD DEMONSTRATIONS 
AT CLEVELAND, 


NEWS BY WIRELESS.

President Coolidge was nominated to-day as 
the Republican nominee for the Presidency, 
and his World Court plank has been adopted 
By the Republican National Convention after 
the effective squelching of minor opposition 
confined to the Wisconsin Delegation. 
Chairman Warren presented and read the 
document. The first mention of President 
Coolidge’s name excited a demonstration, 
which lasted for twenty minutes, the delegates 
marching and waving flags and hats in the 
usual convention manner. Only the Wiscon- 
sin delegates remained in their seats. 
day’s resnits show that President 
Coolidge is completely in the saddle for the 
next Presidency of the United States. A short 
fight against the World Court plan was made, 
but a terse statement by Mr. Warren that 
President Coolidge himself had written the 
“plank” settled the argument. The re- 
ferences to the World Court and foreign poli- 
cies read as follows :— 
"The Republican Party welcomes an agree- 
ment of nations to nrevent war and preserve 
peace. As an immediate step in this direction, 
we endorse the permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice, and favour the adherence of 
the United States to this tribural as recom- 
mended by President Coolidge. This Govern- 
ment has definitely refused membership of the 
League of Nations. and to assume any obliga- 
tions under the covenant of the League. On 
this we stand. " : 

“The basic principle of our foreign policy 
must be independence, without indifference 
to the rights and necessities of others, and 
co-operation without entangling alliances. 
The most impressive example of the capacity 
ot the United States to serve the cause of 
world peace without political affiliations 1s 
shown in the beneficent effective work of the 
Dawes Experts Committec. 

‘The first Conference of the Great Powers 
in Washington, called by President Harding, 
accomplished the limitation of armaments 
and the readjustment of the relations of the 
Powers interested in the Far East. We firmly 
advocate the calling of a Conference for the 
limitation of land forces, the use of sub- 
marines and poison gas, as proposed by Presi- 
dent Coolidge.” 

Other planks in the platorm were the re- 
fusal to consider the cancellation of foreign 
war-time debts, the re-affirmation of the pro- 
tective tariff policy, the favouring of a higher 
tariff on farm preducts, if necessary to pro- 
tect the farmers; opposition to the nationalisa- 
tion of railways and to all attempts to put 
the Government into business; the suggestion 
that industry, as well as citizens, be drafted 
in time of war; opposition to any further 
weakening of the Army and Navy.

Before half the roll call of the States was 
finished . it was evident that Pres'dent 
Coolidge’s nomination was assured. There 
were hisses and boos when the Wisconsin 
delegate voted for Senator La Follette. “The 
roll call showed 1,065 votes for President 
Coolidge; 34 for Senator La Follette and 10 
for Senator Johnson. 

When the result was announced there was 
prolonged cheering, .and the usual resolution 
was catried to make the nomination 
unanimous.

Admiral Takarabe will take over the Ad- 
miralty, and General Ugaki, who served in 
Viscount Kiyoura’s Ministry, remains the 
War Minister.

Although the new Government 
has but few of the elder statesmen, its policy 
will be a conservative one, and heavy public 
economies are promised. Japan. has been 
elamouring for a wider franchise, aml there 
ave many who believe that the new Coalition 
Government will not remain in power very 
long.

DEATH OF M. DEPERDUSSIN. 


‘ PARTS, Vhursdy- 

The death of M. Armand Déperdussin, the 
pioneer of aViatioo,. who shot himself in a 
small hotel room, was the climax of a hie 
which was au epitome of all the romance and 
tragedy of an industyial career. Deéperdussio 
was originally a commercial traveller iú the 
silk trade, and later devoted his increasing 
fortune to the future of aviation. Aeroplanes 
bearing his name carried off, one aftey the 
other, virttualiv all the pre-war records. He 
offered: large prizes for acrial events, and 
subsidised airmen and engiveers, such as 
Vedrines and Bechereau. 

Shortly. before. the war M. Déperdussin 
bought the Rhe ms aeroplane for a million 
francs, ip order to prevent its falling into 
the hands of the Germans. His expenditure. 
however, was far greater than his means, and 
in August, 1915, he was arrested for swind'ing 
and.breach of trust He was tried afte; f 
years’ preventive deténtion in prison 
many well-known pilots gave evidence é 
behalf; He was sentenced to five yeurf’ ir 

risonment, with the benefit of the 

fienders Act, and consequently was 
diately released. ! 

Since 1917 he had lived a hand-to-mouth 
existence, in great poverty, relying of tho 
help of friends.

ULSTER ASSOCIATION 
ON THE FUTURE. 
a 
MISUNDERSTAN DINGS 
ON THE BOUNDARY, 


SIR J. ORAIG’S SPEECH 


“The future is full of uncertainty,” 
declared the Council of the Ulster Associa- 
tion im its report which was presented at 
the annual meeting presided over by Sir 
James Craig in Belfast yesterday. 

It emphasised the netessity for the 
continuance of the activities of the 
Association, which -it recalled. was 
brought into being at a meeting of the 
busmess men of the City of Beliast and 
the Six Northern Counties on 3rd April, 
1922, with the object of supporting the 
Prime Minister and ‘his Government 
against attacks upon the integrity of the 
Constitution, 

“Many outstanding questions have yet to 
be disposed of, ' added the report. ‘‘ Among 
these the question of the boundary is the most 
important Misunderstanding of Ulster’s 
position is rife. and the misrepresentation of 
it is determined ard, unfortunately. in some 
instances, bitter. ' 

“The solution of the problem, as put for- 
ward by Sir James Craig on behalf of the 
Government and the people of Ulster, may or 
may not be accepted, and, therefore, Ulster 
may find herself confronted by a crisis as 
great as she has ever had to meet. 

“That an amicable settlement, mutually 
arrived at and free from outside intervention, 
may be reached. and reached soon, is the 
desire of every loyal citizen, but until that 
settlement is arrived at, readiness must be 
our watchword ” 

Sir James Craig moved the adoption of the 
report, which stated that steps to remove 
misanderstandings and misrepresentations had 
been taken during the past year, and in addi 
tion a Tourist Development Association had 
been launched as a new organisation. 

The income for the vear amounted to 
£8,180 163. 9d., being £4,295 4s. 5d. less than 
the previous year, while the expenditure 
amounted to £7,942 3s. 2d., a reduction of 
£1.111 Ss. 8d. 

Sir James Craig, in his speech, said that 
the load of responsibility that had been taken 
off his shoulders: by those responsib'e for the 
act:vities of the Assoejation had been one of 
the most gratifying features of his leadership. 
If that had been achieved in so shert a time, 
what would it be in the‘ future, because the 
usefulness of the Association was only 
beginning to make itself really felt? 

If no other thing had accr€éd from the 
work of the Association, the Tourist Develop- 
ment Association's effort to promote the 
beantiful watering places in Ulster (which 
would grow to larger proportions as Ulster 
dug herself in as an integra! porticn of the 
Empire) was a warranty of the trust 
members put in the Counci’. 

The whole tone of the Press m (reat 
Britain, he added, had changed in the last 
two years. Whereas the columns of mast 
papers were open to all sorts of fairy tales 
about Ireland as a whole, and Ulster jn par- 
ticular, it seemed that there was now a sub- 
stantial groping after the real truth of the 
matter. What Ulster wanted was for the 
truth to be understood and for the Enctish 
public to see Ulster at work. That was their 
great am in life. 

The Association was powerful, because the 
work it set out to do had heen done with the 
spirit which made everything Ulster touched 
& success. 

When he took on the duties. of leadership 
he felt that if he could only get the men 
who had built up Ulster, and who were more 
anxtous than anyone else to keep Ulster and 
to save Ulster, to study for themselves some 
of the problems, that they would speedily 
recognise how necessary it was for them to 
play. their part dnd to pull together in the 
march towards ‘peate and prosperity. That 
was the policy the Govertiment was anxious 
ta pursue, and the result. had been far beyond 

is “xpectations, 

Concluding, the Prime Minister paid 
trigutes to the late Lord Pirrie and the late 
Lord Armaghdale. In Lord Pirrie. he said, 
they mourned a man who was a giant among 
men, not only in Ulster, but throughout the 
whole world. They mourned in his loss a 
man who had contributed>*mere than -anv 
other man to making the City of Belfast 
what if was at the present time. In Lord 
Armaghdale they had one who spent his 
whole career, in his quiet and dignified man- 
ner. in upholding with both arms the cause 
of Ulster. He had left a gap in the ranks 
of distinguished Ulstermen that would be 
hard to fill. 

Lord Londonderry associated himself with 
the Prime Minister's reference to Lord Pirrie 
and. Lord Armaghdale. 

The change of attitude in Creat Britain 
with regard to Ulster, he said. was verv 
noticeable, indeed, and he attributed it almost 
entirely to the work which had been accom- 
plished hy the Ulster Association. 

Referring to the visit of British M P.'s fo 
Ulster, his lordship said that he felt that 
thev would return as missionaries on behalf 
of Ulster, and show the other membres of 
the Imperial Parliament that there were two 
sides to the qnestion. 

So long as Ulster was threatened with the 
dangers which threatened them at the pre- 
sent moment, there was a certzin solidifving 
and unifying influence which exercised power 
over the peonle of the province, but they 
were not going to be menaced always bv 
dangers from outside. He helieved that “the 
time would come when. perhans from sheer 
weartness, those who differed from them at 
the present moment. would feel that in trving 
te scale the impregnable fortress of Ulster 
they were following a fool's errand, and 
wonkd turn their activities in other directions. 

When that time came he onlv hoped thev 
wonld find every ane of the citizens of TIster 
cetermined to -shonider their share of. tha 
hyrden in governing that portion of tha 
British Emnire, and in prodycing a free and 
self_resnecting province, of which they all had 
recson to be so justly nrord.

‘THE NEW FOOD SCIENCE. 


Presiding at the ordinary general meeting 
of Virol, Ltd., held dar sag i, 

Straus, Chairman, in movin e adoption of 
the report and accounts, sai the sales during 
the period under review constituted a new 
record in the history of the company’s trading. 
This evidence of further development of their 
continually growing business was in itself
